Pioneer Farmer, 
H. F. Boose Dies 


Because of a sudden and un¬ 
expected lack of demand from 
Europe for Registered a?eds— ow¬ 
ing to their difficulty in obtaining 
foreign exchange— there is today 
a considerable surplus of Register¬ 
ed seed of many kinds and variet¬ 
ies in Canada. , Seed growers, 
therefore, have reduced their pri¬ 
ces on seed to comparatively low 
levels, which hardly recompense 
them for their cost of production. 

This, then, is a bargain year for 
Canadian farmers to purchase Re¬ 
gistered seed in greater quantities 
than usual, and for farmers who 
have not hitherto followed the 
practice of using Registered seed 
to do so this year. 

It is nrtt necessary for farmers to 
purchase large quantities of Reg¬ 
istered seed. A few bushels sown 
on clean sum-.uerfallow or other 
clean land each and- every year is 
all that is necessary. These few 
acres allotted to Registered seed

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ily losing a section of our most highly trained, am¬ 
bitious young people. 

But aside from that, isn’t there danger of over¬ 
selling our need for population? Isn’t there the pos¬ 
sibility that European countries may think that what 
need we is just any sort of people with unlimited 
opportunities tor them waiting here. In our zeal to 
add to our numbers, we may get a class of people 
who are not too carefully scrutinized In respect to 
health, mental fitness, ideologies and so on. 

Authorities on racial matters have said that this 
continent owes its strength, virility and enterprise 
to the class of people who first migrated to the coun¬ 
try, and who have come here in later years. They 
have been people who left their native lands volun¬ 
tarily and deliberately, to better .their material lot, 
to experience greater freedom, to rise above the 
stultifying conditions, young in spirit, ready to meet 
the demand of a new and rigorous land. In the case 
of our own country, Canada gave these settlers what 
they were seeking, and their qualities are our inheri¬ 
tance'. 

But is this new rush of immigrants similarly 
equipped? Many are refugees, the products of the 
war ordeals, buffeted from country to country, their 
spirits broken, or warped. Are these to be the qual¬ 
ity we are seeking? Will they stand up under test? 
Will they become useful, upbuilding Canadians with¬ 
in our own time? Or will they sow the seed of fu¬ 
ture trouble. 

It would be a fine thing if practical considerations 
could be abandoned, and Canada could throw open 
its doors to all the poor desperate souls who need 
sanctuary. But things being as they are in this 
world, Canada must look after her own interests. No 
other country is giving us a thought. Our develop¬ 
ment, our maintenance of the sturdy spirit of our 
pioneers must be safeguarded by ourselves, and our¬ 
selves only. _ 

We are in position to pick carefully and cautiously 
amongst immigrants desiring to come to this count¬ 
ry. Better to grow surely and steadily on solid 
foundation, than to gather in a mass of people who 
do not yield readily to assimilation, or who have 
not the stamina to stand up to our life.

MORE POPULATION 
High River Times 

Speaking recently in England, Hon. J. G. 'Gard¬ 
iner is quoted as saying that until Canada had a 
population of 40,000,000 its voice would never be 
heard internationally as it should. He suggested 
filling Canada with people to develop resources that 
the world needs for its war machine and other ma¬ 
chines, so that they might consume the surpluses 
already piling up. 

This was only one alternative in Mr. Gardiner’s 
proposals. But apparently he emohasized the need 
for a larger population in Canada. 

Mr. Gardiner is not alone in this stress on Canada's 
need for larger population. Leaders of all sorts, 
speaking from many different viewpoints, have been 
proclaiming to the world that Canada must have im¬ 
migrants. 

We could go back of course to our old argument 
that Canada might concentrate much more effective¬ 
ly than has been done on retaining Its native born, 
educated population that pours across the line to 
United States. On the one hand we appeal for immi¬ 
grants who will take two generations to remould as 
Canadians. And by our southern doors we are stead-

Although he was originally 
ordained a Baptist, for some time 
he has been identified with the 
Church of Christ (Disciples). He 
was once minister of the church 
in which the late Hon. William 
Aberhart was an elder and con¬ 
sequently regarded the former pre¬ 
mier as one of his closest friends. 
There is no doubt that this close 
contact between the real founder 
or Social CrediWind the pr.-sqnt 
Social Credit M.P. influenced Han¬ 
sel! deeply. » 

Unfortunately, I never heard 
Aberhart, one of the greatest or¬ 
ators Canada has produced. Henri 
St. Pierre, of the Montreal Star, 
who covers the Quebec legislature, 
went up to Ottawa in 1941 for one 
oi those abortive Dominion-prov¬ 
incial conferences. He came back 
and told the boys at the Star that 
he believed Aberhart was the fin¬ 
est speaker he had ever heard. 
This from the well-seasoned Henri 
was real praise. There seemed to 
be magic in that personality, and 
to this day, Hansell speaks of his 
former parishioner with real feel¬ 
ing. 

Before going into politics, Han¬ 
sell took several courses, including 
one in commercial art. He special¬ 
ized in cartooning and became at¬ 
tached to the old Calgary News 
Telegram as a cartoonist. He also 
free-lanced in this field for a num¬ 
ber of Canadian publications. 

Hansell boast^that he can claim 
some credit for the election of a 
few M.P.’s and some provincial 
legislators in that era. Ultimately 
he helped to ge* himself elected, 
for there is little doubt that his 
experience with, and interest in, 
public affairs influenced him to 
become a candidate In 19357 
”1 was interested in Social Cre¬ 
dit and it was no trick to be e- 
lected.” he said modestly. 

Indeed, he was one of those 
swept inexorably down to Ottawa 
on the Socred flood-tide which, 
during the ebb, had sucked away 
all the United Farmers of Alberta. 

His majority was 3,451 in 1935; 
in 1940 it dropped to 1826. But by 
’45 it had risen again to 2.418. En 
passant, it is interesting to note 
that the ten Social Creditors whp 
were elected in 1935 were alt re¬ 
elected in 1940 and again in 1945. 
True, the S.S.’s added to their 
numbers in 1940 and some fell by 
the wayside in 1945. But of a parly 
whose total strength is only 12 (If 
you exclude the Union des Elect- 
eurs Member. Real Caouette) there 
are ten who have turned the hat 
trick and won three in a row. 


Hansell has had his moments at 
Ottawa. Once, in opposing a div¬ 
orce bill, he found himself in 
strange company. One of the men 
backing him was a gay Liberal 
bachelor. 

Basically, the potition which the 
Macleod M.P. has taken on sever¬ 
al public issues has been largely 
dictated by his theological back¬ 
ground. 

Rev. Mr. Hansell will tell you he 
“believes implicitly in the Divine 
Authority of the Scriptures and 
his position in this respect never 
permits him to divorce Divine Sov¬ 
ereignty from the movements of 
civilization.” He has been a mili¬ 
tant exponent 'bf the freedom of 
the individual m other words, a 
free enterpriser. 

He has bitterly opposed all forms 
of socialism and Communism, 
which he regards as antithesis of 
tlie divine intention of man’s lib¬ 
erty. But he is by no means silent 
In declaiming against what he calls 
"the abuses of capitalism” and in 
demandig their removal. A free 
enterprise man and English-born, 
he views with some sadness the 
position into which socialism has 
forced Britain today. 

Still a cartoonist upon occasion, 
he does the odd cartoon for friends 
and into these pictures a sly 
humor creeps. As a matter of fact, 
he often makes a good wisecrack 
in his deadpan way. 

An active churchman, he has 
served on several boards and com¬ 
mittees of his church. For a time 
he was chairman of the board of 
trustees of the Alberta Bible Col¬ 
lege. 

During his parliamentary career 
he has served on important com¬ 
mons committees. They include the 
committee on the defence of Can¬ 
ada regulations during the war 
year*, the committee on human 
rights and fundamental freedoms. 
He also was on the once spectac¬ 
ular Canadian flag committee In 
parliament he has made his mod¬ 
est mark. 

Good in committee, he probably 
is at his best in debate. For a 
clergyman he has an almost acrid 
turn of phrase, and when aroused 
can be as vigorous as an Old Test¬ 
ament prophet. But he never par¬ 
ades his piety. 

He has keen married twice. His 
only son by his first marriage was 
killed while flying over Gemany 
during the war. He has one mar- 
two children by his second mar¬ 
ried daughter, two stepsons and

Ernest G. Hansell is the man 
who'wins the popularity poll a- 
mong the Hansard reporters in the 
Hou se of Commons. His high- 
pitched, clear voice delights the 
official stenographers. 

But there are other interesting 
things about this Social Credit M.P. 
for Macleod. English-born, a form- 
er.political apostle for Alberta, he 
has acted as house leader for the 
Socreds, is forceful in debate and 
a trained oratOr. He recehed some 
of his schooling in Dallas, Texas, 
and Los Angeles, California. His 
home now is in Vulcan, Alberta. 

I first began watching Hansell 
back in 1940. When he stands up in 
the house you notice only that he 
is rather short. But when the starts 
to speak, his well-schooled voice 
begins to penetrate and you quick¬ 
ly realize you are listening to an 
authority on putting over a speech. 

Like all those who belong to 
small parties and minority groups 
his worth and capacity are some¬ 
times not appreciated, but Hansell 
has developed a following among 
the parliamentarians. When he 
gets away from Social Credit and 
onto general topics, he does well. 

Fdr a non-dlsclple. Socred utter¬ 
ances tend to become dull. Hansell 
too can be dull. Yet he has a smart 
turn of phrase and now and then 
is quoted across the country. 

Hansell also is effective in pri¬ 
vate conversation. He reveals a 
wide experience of life and his 
observations are acute. Most of all, 
he is able to giv* good word pic¬ 
tures of people and he has a cap¬ 
acity for telling you exactly what 
you want to know. 

Very little trace of his English 
accent has stayed with him. He 
was bom at Norwich. England, in 
1895 and came to Canada with his 
family as a lad of nine. They set¬ 
tled in Reston. Manitoba, at the 
southern end of the forlorn Res- 
on-Wolseley line (Once upon a 
time the C.P.R. studied which lines 
paid and which did not and, after 
studying tlv* R e s t o n-Wolseley 
branch, they shook their heads.) 

At Reston Hansell received his 
elementary education, and also at¬ 
tended high school. 

HI* family moved lb Calgary, 
Alberta, soon after, but young 
Hansell went to Los Angeles and 
there was educated for the minist¬ 
ry. He then took postgraduate work 
at the Southern Divinity School 
in Dallas. Texas. and received a 
H^chelor of Divinity. Ppstoral work 
followed in the City of Angels.

Anyone who is Irrigating a gar¬ 
den spot or is operating an irri¬ 
gated fnrm will have some land 
■ they wish to prepare for planting 
to small seeded crops that re¬ 
quire a well-prepared seed ben If 
land was summerfallowed last 
year, or if it was- ploughed early 
in the fall and worked down im¬ 
mediately, no difficulty is likely 
to be experienced in securing good 
till for seeding in the spring. How¬ 
ever, if late fall ploughing is done, 
especially if the ground was dry 
when ploughed, or if the land 
must be ploughed in the spring, it 
may be difficult to get a good seed 
bed. This is especially true on hea¬ 
vy soils that have been irrigated 
for‘a number'of years. 

The practice followed at the 
Lethbridge Experimental Station 
for preparing late fall ploughed 
land that was left rough is to har¬ 
row it thoroughly with a spike- 
tooth harrow as soon as it is pos¬ 
sible to get ,onto the land in the 
spring. When harrowing has been 
delayed until the cloddy structure 
becomes dry again it has been ex¬ 
tremely difficult to break up the 
cldds and get a good seed bed that 
was satisfactory for planting gar¬ 
dens or such crops as sugar beets 
that require a fine firm seed bed 
to insure germination. 

Ploughing as early in the spring 
as possible where spring ploughing 
must be done, and working the 
land down immediately after 
ploughing has proven most sat¬ 
isfactory practice, for this condit¬ 
ion. If the ground thawed out in 
February or March so that it may 
be ploughed, that was the time to 
plough. 

It Is well to pack the land firmly 
during the process of seed bed 
preparation. This may be accomp¬ 
lished by the ordinary processes of 
harrowing and float levelling, but 
if the soil seems too loose after 
these operations some other pack¬ 
ing has proved advisable. Success¬ 
ful sugar beet farmers like to 
have their seed beds so well pack¬ 
ed that when they walk over the 
field their foot prints will not show, 
the arch of the shoe. 

A fiim, fine seed bed that has 
just enough granular structure to 
resist drifting, but that is fine 
enough and firm enough to retain 
the soil moisture near the surface, 
is the ideal condition for planting 
small seeded crops. 

Good crops can not be secured 
without a good stand of plants, so 
careful preparation of the seed bed 
is one of the essentials for sat¬ 
isfactory production of small seed¬ 
ed plants. Care of seed bed prep¬ 
aration always pays good divlden- 
nds.

If a source of ice is available 
nearby for cutting, it does not 
need elabarate ice-house to store 
a reasonable quantity of ice for 
use later in the year. Any unoc¬ 
cupied corner of a shed will serve 
as a site for a rough-board enclos¬ 
ure. An enclosure ten feet square 
and eight feet high will hold en¬ 
ough Ice to provide 50 pounds a 
day for 130 days, after allowing 
for a reasonable amount of wast¬ 
age. The smallar the quantity 
stored, the larger the proportioh 
of wastage. 

The bottom of the enclosure 
should be covered with aboyt one 
foot of sawdust. If the soil be¬ 
neath is impervious clay i%jvTn be 
better if there are a few Indies of 
gravel below the sawdust. In put¬ 
ting in the ice the boards ran be 
taken away from one aide, and 
be replaced when the ice is In 
position. A space of one foot to be 
(tiled with sawdust, should be 
left between the Ice and the 
boards. The ice should also be cov¬ 
ered with sawdust. 

It is the sawdust the keeps the 
ice from melting, and the drier the 
ice the longer It will keep.

Results from 1947 experiments 
show also that oil content of flax 
seed is lowered as a result of late 
treatements with 2-4-D. In addit¬ 
ion. it is well known that weeds 
have greater effect the longer 
they remain in the crop and in 
general are more difficult to kill 
with chemical as they near mat¬ 
urity. 

Consequently, the main conclu¬ 
sion from these experiments is 
that for best weed control and 
maximum crop yield with least in¬ 
jury to flax from 2-4-D, the chem¬ 
ical should be applied as soon as 
weed growth is Sufficiently abund¬ 
ant after flax plants have formed 
their first 4 or 5 leaves. Experi¬ 
ments in other parts of western 
Canada gave similar results. The 
combined information formed the 
basis of a table of recommendation 
drawn up for 1949 at the Weed 
Control Conference In Winnipeg 
last fall.
